The principal feature of the morn- 
ing’s program at the Corn show was 
the awarding of certificates of honor 
to the forty-five oys who raised 
more than 100 bushéls of corn to an’ 
acre. this year. Owing to the fact 
that the certificates were signed by 
he governor, the chancellor of the 
statd university, the state commis- 
sioner of education, the president of 
the State Agricultural college and the 
county and state directors of the Corn 
Club work, they were no small affairs. 
Each was tieq with the state universi. 
ty colors, red and black, and upon 
the Knot was a pin from the United 
States department of agriculture. 

Before the awards wére made J. Phil 
Campbell, director of the Corn Club 
work in Georgia, spoke. He an- 
nounced that next year the boys, more 
than eighteen, would have an oppor- 
tunity to erpter into 5b-acre contests, 
and that the state department of agri- 
culture would offer premiums for pig 
clubs in 1912. Upon conclusion he 
formed the boys who had made more 
than 100 bushels to the acre into an 
honorary body, around which as a 
nucleus the Georgia Boys’ Corn Club 
will be organized next year, 

General J. Gid Norris, one of the 
best farmers of the state ang manager 
® of Belmont farm, told of how he has, 
85* Whitehall St by applying modern methods to his 
saa . Cobb county farm, made it self-sus- 
* taining. 

Dr. L. G. Hardman, of Commerce, 
advocated raising of finer qualities of 
corn and competition chemical analysis 
as well as by size of yield. He declared ' 
that White county corn showed 11.73 
protein, which is the highest known 
to the United States department of 
agriculture. 

Dr. Soule followed, telling of the 
magnificent work done by th boys’ 
corn clubs, but declaring that it would 
be all but useless to educate the boys 
and forget the girl. He strongly 
urged girls’ ‘club work.

Repentance Came Too Late. 

The regent regrets that his repent- 
ance came too late, and feels. that if he 
continued ig power his commands 
would soon be disregarded. 

The edict continues: 


“He wept and prayed to resign the 
regency, at the same time expressing 
his earnest intention to abstain from 
politics. I, the empress dowager. liv- 
ing tn the palace, am ignorant of the 
state of affairs, but Know that rebeli- 
liom exists and fighting continues, 
causing disaster everywhere, while the 
commerce of friendly nations suffers. 
The regent is honest, though ambé- 
tious. ~Being misled, he has harmed 
the people; therefore his resignation 
is aecepted.” 

The edict demands loyalty to the 
minister's people “who know must re- 
alize that the court does not -ebject 


to the surrender of the power vested! 


in the throne.” 

Sacrificed Self for Son. 

The regent sacrificed himself in a 
last effort to save the throne for his 
son, but unless all signs fail, it is too 
late. Premier Yuan Shi Kai has -let 
Pekin know that he has taken the 
British minister, Sir John Jordan, into 
his confidence. He has told the min- 
ister his plans and hopes much froi 
the minister's mediatien. 

On the other hand, the rebels to- 
night confidently declare that Yuan 
Shi Kai is their man. They describe 
him as a master statesman, because 
he is accomplishing the transition from 
the Manchu dynasty to a republic with- 
out a massacre Or an attack on the 
legations. Ge 

Yuan Shi Kai is now entirely in pow- 
er within the limitations of the dis- 
rupted government. 

The legations of the larger powers 
are increasing their. guards to be- 
tween 300 and 500.

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“NOT GUILTY,” 


PLEAD PACKERS 


Work of Selecting a Jury to 
Try the Meat Kings 
Is Begun. 


Chicago, December 6.—After eight 
years’ devious travel in the ways of 
grand juries and special pleas, the 
cases of ten Chicago meat packers, in- 
@icted for alleged violation of the 
criminal provisions of the Sherman 
anti-trust law, reached trial today. 
Indications were that the early stages 
of the trial at least would be rapid, 
for the government's examination of 
the first panel of jurymen was brief. 

By agreement, each side is entitled 
to thirty peremptory challenges and by 
night the government had exercised 
three of these. None of the venire- 
men had been questioned by the de- 
fense. Questions of Attorney Sheean, 
for the government, indicated that the 
acceptability of a juror hinged chiefly 
on his willingness to accept as part of 
the governmen#s function the regula- 
tion of the affairs of private business. 

All of the defendants were in court 
immediately after the case was called. 
Personal pleas of not gullty were erm 
tered and the examination of the ve- 
niremen began. 

The veniremen who expressed of the 
propriety of the government exercis- 
ing control of business conduct per- 
emptorilg were challenged. 

Attorneys here are of the opinion 
that the trial will proceed without 
any further attempts of counsel for 
the packers to cause delay. The only 
action now pending which would bring 
a stop to the proceedings is an appeal 
to the United States supreme court for 
a ruling on the constitutionality of the 
criminal provisions of the law. 

This appeal was filed a week ago, 
together with a plea for a stay of 
proceedings pending the decisions. The 
stay was refused in a verbal decision. 
The packers, it was satd, were resting 
their hopes that the high court wouid 
declare the law contrary! to the con-_| 
stitution and bring the trial to an 
abrupt end. 

The twelve jurymen who had been 
passed by the government were ordered 
iocked up tonighteand the rest of the 
venire ordered in court tomorrow.

Urged by Speakers Before the 


National Congress of

Chicago, December 6.—Hearty sup- 
port of federal control of all reclama- 
tion and irrigation projects was urged 
by speakers before the National Irri- 
gation Congress today.

Witness Tells Sugar Trust 


Probers of Appalling Con- 
ditions in the West. 
Rageeh ee ~ ES. 


Washington, December 6.—Depictirg 
conditions in the sugar beet fields in 
Colorado approaching peonage, James 
Bodkin, of Meade, Col. ~told the so- 
called ‘sugar trust” investigating | 
committee of the house that sugar 
derelicts created from the slums were 
kept practically in a state of bondage. 
His statement caused a mild sensa- 
tion. 

Mr. Bodkin described a system of 
contract labor in the Colorado dields, 
and detailed the jardships he charged 
were inflicted on working people re- 
cruited by the Great Western Sugar 
Company.

The republicans, 
Representatives Fordney, Hinds ° and 
Maiby, emphasized the point that 
Americans would not descend to the 
labor. 

“How much does a woman earn in 
the field?” agked Mr. Hinds.

The scheme which Knight was in- 
dicted for conducting consisted of 
sending through the mails fraudulent 
bills of lading attached to drafts and 
insurance papers. The bills of lading 
purported to represent shipments of 
cotton from Decatur and other points. 
It was the custom of railroads to 
furnish Knight, Yancey & Co. with 
blank bills of lading. These were fill- 
ed out .when a shipment of cotton 
was to be made and signed by the 
railroad agent. It is charged, how- 
ever, that the blank bills of lading 
were filled out in Knight, Yancey @ 
Co.'s office and the railroad agent's 
signature forged, after which drafts 
were attached and forwardeg to -Liver- 
pool cotton exchanges through brokers 
in New York. On receipt of these the 
banks paid the drafts, believing the 
cotton represented was in possession 
of the railroad. 

The evidence in the case against 
Knight is largely documentary, con- 
sisting of bills of ladings alleged to 
have been forged and correspondence 
found in the office of Knight, Yancey 
& Co., but still the trial is attracting 
much interest and the court room is 
crowded with spectators. The case 
was not called until noon and hence 
the hearing of evidence was not begun 
until late this afternoon.
